The  Biennial  North  American  Open  Show  is  presented  every  even  numbered  year  by 
the  New  England  Watercolor  Society  and  is  rotated  among  various  venues  around 
New  England.  This  exhibition  is  open  for  entry  to  any  artist  over  18  years  old  living 
and  working  in  North  America.  During  odd  numbered  years  the  society  produces  a 
regional  show  open  to  New  England  artists  only.  Every  year  the  Signature  Members 
present  their  work  in  a member's  show  most  recently  held  at  the  Guild  of  Boston 
Artists  and  usually  during  late  Winter  or  Spring. 

This  years  North  American  Open  attracted  194  entrants  who  offered  444  images  for 
selection  by  our  internationally  recognized  juror,  Alvaro  Castagnet.  Alvaro  has 
selected  75  works  from  these  images  to  be  on  view  and  available  for  purchase 
during  the  show.  Entries  came  from  18  States  including  all  of  the  New  England 
States  and  from  as  far  away  as  Alaska.  During  the  week  of  October  5th  Alvaro  will 
manage  a painting  workshop  at  the  Plymouth  Center.  During  this  time  he  will  also 
have  an  opportunity  to  examine  and  judge  the  original  paintings  for  over  $5000  in 
awards.  Also  on  October  7th  Alvaro  will  offer  a special  painting  demonstration  (fee) 
at  the  Center. 

We  anticipate  a very  special  show  this  year  and  are  excited  to  have  such  a broad 
representation  of  American  artists.  We  are  especially  happy  to  note  that  four  artists 
are  newly  qualified  for  signature  membership  in  N.E.W.S.  as  a result  of  being 
accepted  into  this  show.  Attaining  signature  membership  is  a very  rigorous  process 
requiring  entry  and  acceptance  into  4 Open  Show  within  a 10  year  period.  One  of 
these  4 shows  must  be  a National  Show.  All  shows  are  juried  by  independent  and 
nationally  recognized  watercolor  artists. 
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
